Undaunted by this affliction, we find 
him in July, 1807, in Cambridge, Eng- 
land, and in October of that year he en- 
tered St. John'* College in that old Uni- 
veraity. At the Annual Examination 
in June, 18G8, he was sixtk- in the first 
class of nearly a hundred, although is 
poor health ; and wan also awarded ono 
of the "Exhibitions," founded bj Bir 
Ralph Hare. In the Michaelmas Town 
of that year, illness, culminating in DM 
gestion of tho brain, made it unsafe to 
continue reading for honors in mathe- 
matics as he was then doing, under the 
tuition of the Iter. Perciral Frost, one 
of the most eminent mathematicians in 
the University ; and in February, 1869, 
he returned to the United States, being 
offered a Professorship in the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 
While occupying this position, with re- 
turnirg health, he immediately made a 
bold and vigorous effort for a degree, and 
finding that the course of study at Yale 
College corresponded most neaily with 
what had been his line of reading, he 
applied to President Woolsey, and was 
admitted by the "acuity to examination 
for a degree. Ho was accordingly ex- 
amined in June and July, 1869, in the 
studies of each of the four classes, . i '„, 
the Freshman, Sophe.nor", Junior and 
Senior, attending the regular annual ex- 
aminations in mo.il subjects, ai.d being 
especially examined in Latin, by Prof 
Thatcher ; in Greek, by Prof. Hadley ; 
in Politicf I Science, by President Wool- 
eey, and in Moral and Intellectual Phi 
loeopby by Dr. (now President) P<>. | ,., 
Such was his marked prof iency that, the 
Fasulty unanimously admitted him to 
the Degree of Bachelor of Arts, wi^t 
the graduating class of 1869, and ha 
procood«d M A. in course in 1872; 
while Trinity admitted iiim "M. A." 
ad eundrm in 1875. lie was for several 
years Professor of Chemistry and Physics 
in the New York Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb ; and now, in oonse 
ouence of his familiar knowledge of the 
French, German ami Italian languages, 
is the Foreign Editor cf Tiik Dkac 
Mutes' JOURNAL, giving translations 
from foreign papers, published for the 
reading of the deaf and dumb, Or pro 
fessionally discussing their education.
